The donor of this handsome pleasure 
ground was the late Rev. Charles Hesketh, Rector of 
• North Meols. It was opened to the public in 1868. There 
are here thirty acres of winding walks, thick boskages 
and subtropical gardens, a lake well supplied with water- 
fowl, and a very completely equipped Observatory.
